Charles W. Raisbeck, an Innocent Spectator 
of a Fight, the Victim—Injuries to His Head 
Result in His Death—The Tragedy Originates 
in the Tripping Up of a Skater—Stories of 
Interested Parties.

Commercial Notes. 


Receipts of wheat at Liverpool for the past 
week were equal to 370,000 bu, only 70,000 bu of 
which came from America.—The London 
Miller states that most persons who have to 
pcre wheat will have to think overthe main po- 
sition of supply for the next few months. The 
market is in a position to throw off its chronic 
duliness whenever opinion favois a change. 
The one ns * * all over the king - 
dom is that 30s to 35s per quarter is a high 
enough range to bring as much wheat as may 
be required. And this view is taken simply 
because such level of value has commanded 
ample receipts. It is not, however, safe 
to believe that the same prices will con- 
tinue to be attractive. The wheat grown in 
1884 and sent to this country was produced un- 
der much higher expectations as regards 
. and being grown and put in motion, 
ow rates had to be accepted. The markets 
are no longer the decoys they were; the En- 
— wheat buyer no longer offers to the 
oreign wheat producer his old good figures, 
and already the example is shown in America 
to change production. The present opportun- 
ity, therefore, of securin tnglish wheat at 
30s, and picking over foreign samples at 
308, to 86s, is not to be carelessly dismissed. 
—Even the elements appear to favor the 
bear side of wheat, the storm that started in 
with rain and sleet turning into a heavy fall of 
snow just in advance of the cold wave reported 
as coming.

The power ofthe State to prohibit the 
manufacture or sale of any kind of count- 
erfeit butter has been affirmed by the 
courts of Missouri and denied by the New 
York Court of Appeals. In Pennsylvania 
a law similar to thatof New York has 
been pronounced constitutional in a 
learned opinion delivered by Judge Smox- 
TON of the Dauphin County Common 
Pleas Court, and the question now awaits 
the final decision of the Supreme Court of 
that State. 7 

The opponents of the law take the ground 
that oleomargarine can be made, and is 
made, perfectly harmless and wholesome; 
so palatable that the best judges cannot 
distinguish it from the finest genuine but- 
ter, and that many people buy it in pref- 
erence to genuine butter because it is 
cheaper and in their opinion as good. 
That itis within the police power of the 
State topunish any man who sells it as 
genuine butter is conceded. But 
they insist that only those who sell it 
fraudulently for what it is not should be 
punished, and that it is not within the 
police power of the State to take from the 
people the natural right to manufacture, 
sellor buy any harmless article which is 
made and sold in good faith to those who 
want it and who know what they are doing 
when they buy it. On this ground the 
New York law was declared unconstitu- 
tional, and on this ground the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania is asked to pro- 
nounce the law of that State ultra vires 
and void. 

Precisely the same argument applies 
with equal force to a legislative prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture or sale of intox- 
icating liquors. The people who oppose 
such legislation concede the power to pro- 
hibit and prevent an evil use of such 
liquors, but claim that the use of them is 
harmless and comforting to the majority 
who can use without abusing them, 
and that these should not be deprived 
of their natural rights because others 
make a mischievous use of the articles. 
But the courts have invariably held, ex- 
cept in that New York case, that the ne- 
cessity of prohibiting the manufacture or 
use in order to prevent the abuse of an arti- 
cle, isa question for the Legislature, not 
for the courts. In other words, it is not 
for the courts to restrict the police power 
to that alone which is malumin se. Natu- 
ral rights and other things harmless in 
themselves become mala prohibita when the 
police power condemns them on account 
of evilsor evil consequences that in fact 
flow from them. 

It will not be denied that the police 
power can prohibit the manufacture or 
sale of counterfeit money and punish such 
manufacture or sale as a crime, no matter 
how openly the business may be con- 
ducted, or how innocent the manufacturer 
may be of any intent to offer or pass the 
same as good money. If it can do this, it 
can prohibit the manufacture or sale of 
counterfeits or imitations of any standard 
article of food or drink, and the more the 
imitation is like the genuine the more dif- 
ficult it is to prevent fraud by any expe- 
dient except absolute prohibition. But 
whether such prohibition is right and 
wholesome or wrong and impolitic is a ques- 
tion for the Legislature, not for the courts, 
to determine. Otherwise the police power 
ofthe Legislature would mean only the 
power to pass such laws as the courts will 
say should be enacted and enforced.

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SHERIDAN’S PLAN. 

Gen. SHERIDAN’sS simple plan of solv- 
ing the Indian problem is the one 
that will be eventually adopted. But its 
adoption, because it is so simple, so ob- 
vious, so different from tke way not to 
do it which we have always sought, is 
likely to be deferred until there are few 
Indians left alive to be benefited by it. 
Every Indian family can be settled on an 
inalienable half section, with money 
enough to improve and stock the land and 
yield a substantial income besides, by 
simply selling for their benefit the re- 
mainder of the land now wasted in huge 
reservations that yield the Indian neither 
subsistence nor protection. It is the only 
way to civilize him, and it is difficult to 
believe that he would refuse the farm, 
the stock and the luxurious independence 
of such a change in his mode of life, if 
you made it clear to his mind that his 
Great Father really means to do all this 
for him. 

But we are told that itis impracticable, 
because itis inconsistent with a scrupu- 
lous regard for the treaty rights of the 
Indian, and many years must elapse 
before we can get the Indian’s consent by 


ing to treachery or arbitrary force. We 
may violate treaties and use deception 
and force in robbing him of his 
land and forcing him to starve on 
a reservation against his will, when 
we menn that the reservation, too, 
shall soon be opened to white settlement 
by the extinction of the tribe. But when 
we seriously propose and really mean to 
make every Indian rich and independent, 
with an inalienable farm and an income, 
provided only he will let the poor white 
trash buy land and earn their own living 
near him—why then, we must becareful not 
to violate any treaty, mustſbe wure ot using 
any constraint, and must not takes single 
step till the unanimous consent of the 
Indians is obtained by honorable persua- 
sion. 

This ‘‘etiquette’’ of the Indian problem 
isvery much like the etiquette of the 


honorable pursuasion and without resort- 


ance while the officials and flunkies pres- 
ent were waiting for the arrival of the 
official whose function it was to perform 
that particular service. We are using both 
fraud and force in starving, brutifying 
and destroying the tribal remnants on the 
reservations; but until their untutored 
minds evolve a demand for better things 
we must not press anything better upon 
these wards of ours. Noblesse oblige. 


Ir is stated that Hon. B. J. Fr 


FRANKLIN 
has finally concluded. to accept the Han- 
kow Consulship and will start next week, 
This is one of the cases in which Mr. Bar- 
ARD has consented to send a man to rep- 
resent us abroad who has been frequently 
elected toimportant public trusts by the 
people at home. Mr. FRANKLIN, after he 
had been elected and served out one or 
two terms as Prosecuting Attorney, was 
elected to represent the Kansas City Dis- 
trictin the Forty-fourth Congress. He 
was re-elected to represent it in the Forty- 
fifth Congress by a majority of over 8,000 
votes, the largest majority ever given to 
any candidate in that district. It is con- 
ceded by men of all parties in Kansas City 
that he was the most efficient and success- 
ful Representative that District ever had 
in Congress. Heis a high-spirited and 
capable man, who has discharged impor- 
tant public trusts so that neither stain nor 
suspicion of wrong rests anywhere on his 
record. He was given the Hankow Con- 
sulship after the Senators and Representa- 
tives of his State had unanimously recom- 
mended him for Minister to Brazil. 
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St. Louis is struggling under a heavy 
load of taxationon property. Property is 
overassessed and overtaxed, and the 
prosperity of the city is seriously retarded 
thereby. This evil of overassessmentand 
overtaxation of property is not, however, 
so great an evil as the petty persecution 
of taxing individuals for trying to make a 
living. It is true that the Municipal 
Assembly has the right to ‘‘license, tax 
and regulate all business, trades, avoca- 
tions or professions whatever,” and it is 
true that a great many trades are already 
taxed. Butitis also true that the Muni- 
cipal Assembly failed in its attempt to tax 
doctors and lawyers, and it is also true 
that the Municipal Assembly does not dare 
to tax trades which are strong enough to 
produce a revenue. It picks out the poor 
devils who are few in numbers, whose 
contribution will be insignificant, and 
who are unable to defend themselves, and 
it proposes to bully them into paying or 
leaving the city. It is a small business 
and it ought to be abandoned.

rye addressed by Mr. O. C. Hine to Mr. 
Henry OC. Robinson and the other Directors of 
the Connecticut Mutual who are not officers 
of the company,’’ aud which, with a few 
omissions, has deen given to the public 
through the newspaper of the country, is at 
hand. 

It states that he writes as a policy-holder 
of twenty-two years“ standing.“ and begs 
‘to call your attention to what scems to me to 
be your very plain and imminent duty.’’ 

From the columns of his journal, the Insur- 

ancé Monitor, copies of which have been sent 
with marked articles to the several members 
of this board in the last seven or eight years, 
we had supposed that he was not only un- 
friendly to some of the executive officers of the 
company, but to the company itself, and that 
he was using his widely-read journal to pre- 
vent the company from obtaining new busi- 
ness, and to weaken the confidence of its 
members in its solvency. His letter now as- 
sumes and claims that he is a true and con- 
sistent friend of the company, and he address- 
es us, who represent all the policy-holders, as 
one of our constituency. We hasten to reply 
to the communication, and desire in giving 
this letter, as we shall, tothe public, to con- 
sider its criticisms and to state facts in regard 
to its statements, which an examination con- 
firms usin believing are only a continuation 
of the same criticisms which, at great length, 
and with great explicitness, and over and over 
and over again, he has given to the public in 
the columns of the Insurance Monitor. 

His letter tirst states. I am advised by 

those who think they know that I miscalculate 


your power in the premises, that Mr. Greene 


holds proxies, and instead of being your ser- 
vant is really the opposite; but I will take the 
chances of error in that statement, and say 
what Ithink I ought at a venture.“ 

His letter in this respect, and, as we believe, 
in all others, travels upon a complete misap- 
prehénsion of the character of Col. Greene, 


It is probably impossible for him, after having 


forso many years assumed the position of 
personal and bitter attack upon Col. 
Greene, to believe that the implication in the 
sentence quoted from the letter is grossly un- 
just to him. The Board of Directors, who have 
had for many years constant, official and per- 
sonal intimacy with him, know that no man 
holds high office in any company in the coun- 
try with a deeper sense of responsibility to his 
constituents, and with a more modest and 
sensitive unwillingness to force himself in 
any manner upon any association which is 
not heartily desirous of his services.

CHICAGO’S COMMUNISTS. 


Mayor Harrison Has no Fears of an Upris- 
ing—The Militia Ready. 

CHICAGO, ILL., January 15.—The plans and 
preparations of the Socialists of Chicago to put 
some of their theories into practice, as con- 
tained in these dispatches yesterday, have oo- 
casioned considerable comment here. 

The vast majority of the people of Chicago 
are law-abiding, and I have no fear at all, 
said Mayor Harrison, ot not being able to 
cope with any uprising the Socialists or Ni- 
hilists may attempt. I don’t believe there is 
any ground for apprehension. The Socialists 
have some pronounced idea which many think 
cranky, but as a class they are as much inter- 
ested in the welfare of Chicago as other men 
of equal intelligence. They are not going to 
organize or blow up anything or shoot any- 
body. The Nihilists are blatherskites, and 
like the talk of doing terrible things. They 
say Incendiary things and the newspapers try 
to make a sensation out of them. That is just 


what they like. But they don’t dare carry out 
their threats. They are not organized in any 
such strength as to cause apprehension.’’ 
PROMINENT OFFICERS OF THE MILITIA 

interviewed on the subject, while lamenting 
the poor support given them by the State, are 
confident that the companies here could easily 
put down any Socialistic uprising.

The Trial of Mrs. Chadick for the Murder of 
Her Husband.

THE GREAT SEAL OF ENGLAND. 


What Its Fortunate Custodian Receives in 
Rank and Money. 
From the New York Observer. 
The mere holding of the Great Seal of 
England entitles the fortunate custodian 
to some $60,000 a year, to immense patron- 
age in Church and State, to be Speaker in 
the House of Lords, a Priv Counselor, 
and the head of all judicial authority in 
the Kingdom, to be designated Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain, and Keeper 
of the Royal Conscienee, and to rank 
(next the royal family) the second subject 
It is very difficult, if not 
impossible, to say when England first had 
a great seal. Seals were not much used 
by our Anglo-Saxon ancestors, but came 
largely into fashion during the Norman 
reigns.

The Hanging of Belleville’s Wife 
Murderer This Morning. 


Charles Wilson Swung Off in 
the St. Louis Jail Yard. 


A Scene of Horror Enacted Under the 
Gallows. 


The Dying Man’s Efforts to Release His Neck 
from the Choking Cord—A Physician Pulls 
Away His Hand as It Is About to Clutch the 
Rope—Last Hours of the Condemned Men— 
The Steamboat Mate Slayer’s Will—Execu- 
tion of Stair, the Nevada Murderer. = 


NOAH MERRIMAN. 

By Telegraph tothe Posr-DisrA TCI. 

BELLEVILLE, Itt., January 15.—Noah Mer- 
riman, the wife-murderer,spent a quiet night. 
Deputy Sheriffs Dawson and Ragland did not 
think it necessary to keep a strict watch upon 
him, and sat during the night in 
the jailer’s room, from which a 
door opens into the Jail and one 
of them visited his cellevery half hour. Father 
Gough, the condemned man’s spiritual ad- 
viser, who baptized him in the Roman Catholic 
faith yesterday afternoon and administered to 
him the last rites of that creed, spent the first 
portion of the night with him, giving him 
spiritual consolation; but during the 
latter half of the night he 
was left alone. He fell into a 
sleep several times, resting for about an hour, 
and would start up and pace his cell in a man- 
ner which indicated the terrible frame of mind 
he was in. After walking up and down for a 
while he would again lay down and 

SINK INTO A TROUBLED SLEE?. 

Deputy Dawson, at each visit to his cell, 
would ask him if there was anything he de- 
sired, but the condemned man would merely 
answer him in the negative. Once he ap- 
proached the door of his cell when the deputy 
came to look in through the bars, and ex- 
pressed a wish that nobody would be allowed 
to converse with him in the morning with the 
exception of his brother and father. Deputy 
Dawson promised him that his wish in that 
regard would be respected, and reportérs anx- 
fous to have an interview with the doomed 
man this morning met with a polite but firm 
refusal. This morning about 7 o’clock an 
excellent breakfast and a quantity of deli- 
cacies were brought to him, but he did not 
touch them. He had not eaten anything since 
Wednesday night. Father Gough and the 
condemned man’s brother visited him early this 
morning and spent over an hour with him. He 
spoke tothem freely and seemed more re- 
signed to his fate than at any time since his 
last hope disappeared. Several days ago Mer- 
riman asked his brother to request his mother 
to come and see him, and the brother went to 
her home in Monroe County and told her of 
Noah’s wish. Being in poor health, however,

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MERRIMAN’S CRIME. 


The Brutal Wife Murder for Which He Paid 
the Death Penalty. 

The crime for which Noah Merriman was 
hanged to-day was the murder of nis wife, 
Mamie, on the 10th of April, 188. His wife 
was a fine-looking, intelligent negfess, and 
the fact that she bestowed her attentions on 
other negroes besides her husband made him 
insanely jealous. On the morning of 
the murder the couple quarreled, and 
Noah went to a lawyer aad instructed him to 
institute a ‘suit for divorce. He then went 
back to his dwelling on Jackson street, but 
found that his wife had left the house, and 
started away to ascertain her whereabouts. 
He found her in a house of ill-repute 
kept by Ann Jackson, on High Street, and 
a stormy scene ensued. He accused 
her of cohabiting with other men, and threat 
ened to kill her. Becoming frightened, she ran 
out of the door and was unlatching the gate in 
front of the house when Merriman, who had 
run out after her, picked up a brick and huried 
it at her. The brick struck her in the back of 
the head, and she tottered and fell. Merri- 
man ran up to her, and after look- 
ing at her for a minute drew a 
revolver, and placing it within a foot of her 
prostrate form, fired. The ball lodged in the 
region of the heart, and shedied in a few mo- 
ments. He then replaced the pistol in his 
— and ran down the street. Several of 

he county oflicers were on the scene avery 
short time after the murder had been 
committed, and set in pursuit 
of the murderer. 
them having captured him, and though the 
Sheriff was frequently informed by parties 
living in the surrounding country that they 
had seen him, it was nearly two months after 
the crime had been committed, that he was 
captured in this city in a very accidental man- 
ner. One night about six weeks after 
he had murdered his wife, he 
erossed the bridge, and went to sleep 
in a freight car in the Union Depot yards. He 
was discovered by a watchman and taken to 
the Four Courts. While he was being tried 
the next day in the Criminal Court for tres- 
pass, Sergeant O'Donnell happened into the 
court-room, and having known Merri- 
man previous to the commission of 
the crime, recognized him at once. 
Merriman was acquitted of the charge of tres- 
pass, and as he was leaving the court room, 
Sergeant O'Donnell accosted him, and called 
him by name. Merriman was speechless, 80 
great was the terrorhe felt at having been 
recognized, and was led down to the 
calaboose and placed in a cell. Sheriff 
Ropiequet was notified and came down 
from Belleville that evening and brought 
Merriman back to that city, he agreeing to go 
without a requisition. He was indicted by the 
Grand Jury during the May term; was tried on 
October 7, found guilty of murder in the first 
degree, and condemned to die. A 
motion for a new trial was made 
by his attorney, Mr. E. L. Thomas, but 
the motion was denied by Judge Watts, who, 
on December IT, sentenęed him to to-day. 
The Supreme Court and the Governor were pe- 
titioned to interfere, but refused. 
of years ago Merriman was tried in Monroe 
County for killing his uncle, but was let off 
witha few — in the Penitentiary.

ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


A Scene of Horror that Chilled the Blood 
of the Spectators. 

At 7:40 a. m. the western door of the jail was 
opened and a few seconds later the procession 
appeared. The crowd which had blocked the 
way to the plank gangway leading to the scaf- 
fold opening to let it pass. It was headed by 
Sheriff Harrington, followed closely by the 
doomed man,at whose side walked Rev. Father 
Panken, holding a crucifix before Wilson’s 
eyes.

At the Morgue the post-mortem examination 
was made by Dr. Nidelet, who reported that 
Wilson's neck was dislocated by the fall. It 
is understood that the body of the deceased 
will be buried by the congregation of St. Eliza- 
beth’s Colored Catholic Church.

WILSON’S CRIME. 


The Kling of Mate William David and 
Record of His Slayer’s Trial. 

The crime for which Wilson suffered was the 
murder on the 3ist of December, 1882, of Wil- 
liam David, the mate of the Fanny Tatum. 
Wilson’s story of the homicide was published 
yesterday, and it agrees in most of the main 
facts with the evidence upon which he was 
convicted, the points of difference being 
those which proved fatal to the defend- 
ant. In brief, Wilson had a _  disagree- 
ment with David while on the way 


up from Cairo, III., and Wilson ran away from 
the boat while it was lying to at a point on the 
Missouri shore, opposite Chester, Hl. A dis- 
crepancy exists between the testimony which 
Wilson gave in his own behalf during the trial 
and his — gy statement. In the latter he 
acknowledges tha the deserted the boat, while 
in his testimony in the Criminal Oourt he 
stated that he was put ashore by the mate and 
driven away. He visited the Fannie Tatum, 
demanded payment from the mate for the 
work Be had done before he left the boat, and 
finally flung two missiles at David, one of which 
struc him on the head, felling him 
and knocking him insensible. The man 
died in: about half an hour after he 
was struck, and at about the same time 
Wilson was taken to the Third District Police 
Station, having been arrested almost immedi- 
ately after the occurrence while endeavoring 
to escape from his pursuers. Wilson’s claim 
that he acted in self-defense and that the mate 
was drawing a weapon upon him at 
the time he threw the missiles at 
him was combated by two witnesses, 
who testified that, at the time he was struck, 
David was watching his men work, and Wilson 
crept stealthily up to within a few feet of him 
and delivered the fatal blow. The deceased 
was indicted December 5, 1882, and was 
brought to trial, after the usual continuances, 
and convicted December 23, 1833. A motion 
for a new trial and a motion in arrest 
of 23 were overruled, and April 
26, 1884, Wilson was sentenced to be hanged 
June 6, 1884. Thecase was taken to the Court 
of 3 where the judgment of the Crim- 
inal Court was sustained, and later to the Su- 
preme Court, where a decision unfavorable to 
the deceased was reached December 17, 1884, 
and the Sheriff ordered to carry out the sen- 
tence of the Oriminal Court on the lth of

STAIR SWUNG OFF. 


The Nevada Murderer pays the Penalty of 
His Double Crime.

NevaDA, Mo., ‘January 15,—Stair, the 
doomed murderer, spent his last night in jail 
in evident good spirits up to 4 o’clock, 
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would go free, as he felt confident that old 
man Stair would save her from the gallows 
and the penitentiary. 

This morning he ate a hearty breakfast, and 
expressed a desire to see Nannetta once more, 
but Sheriff Hill. being absent at the time 
at the scaffold, his request was not granted 
until the officer could return. A light snow 
fell last night, and the weather is very mild 
and — 5 At 11 o’clock it was drizzling 
considerahly.

A prayer was 
then offered, during which time Stair main- 
tained a dignified composure, throwing an oc- 
casional glance upward toward the rope. 

He was neatly attired in black, and pre- 
sented a very respectable appearance. After

AN INNOCENT MAN 
and was convicted on circumstantial evidence. 
He said Green was the murderer and he knew 
that unless they could find him, he 
would be hanged. He rehearsed 
his capture and his trial, but said nothing new.

He had a 
paper in his hands containing notes about his 
case to which he referred occasionally. 
He referred to the jury, to the judge 
and to the newspapers, and 
claimed that they had no evidence of his kill- 
ing these men, and concluded withan appeal 
on behalf of the poor woman now in 
the jail. He gave the local paper here particu- 
lar attention and strongly denounced its course

THE CRIME. 

Stair, with the wom named Nanetta 
Osborn, who was to have been hanged with 
him, settled in Nevada about the Ist of July 
last year and went into the laundry business. 
They came from Ft. Scott. After they had been 
in Nevadaashort time Jacob Sewell and son,the 
latter 16 years old, arrived from Ft. Scott and 
pitched camp in Nevada. The Sewells had 
two wagons, four horses and considerable 

roperty. Stair and his companion, who had 
— the Sewells at Ft. Scott, now culti- 
vated an intimacy with them: Sewell 
fell sick and Stair waited upon 
him. On the 6th of August in the evening 
Stairand the woman visited the camp after 
having conceived a plan to kill the Sewells, 
captare their property and leave for Indiana. 
About midnight Stair stole in upon the Sewells, 
who were asicep, and killed them both with 
an ax. He wrapped the bodies in quilts, 
placed them n the wagons and he 
and the woman drove to their house. 
loaded in some furniture and pulled out north- 
ward. They aimed for the Marmaton River 
bottom, where they arrived about 4:30 in the 
morning. In doing this they went over an 
unfrequented road, thereby attracting the 
attention of farmers along the way. Stair 
had previously picked outa spot in the tim- 
ber along the bottom in which to make a 
grave for the dead. When they reached this 
spot they found some prospectors at work and 
were compelled to drive on. They did not 
drive far, as they concluded to halt 
their wagons and bury the bodies during 
the ensuing night. They did this, and in the 
night Stair took the bodies trom the wagon, 
dragged them to the brow of the hill ‘and de- 
posited them under the ledge ‘of a rock and 
coveted them with gunny sacks and leaves. 
Leaving the bottom, they returned 
the way they came and drove 
eastwardly. Parties whose attention was 
attracted by their movements suspected 
something wrong, and going over their tracks 
in the bottom discovered the dead bodies. 
The authorities were notified and before the 
couple had gone twenty miles they were Cap- 
tured. A special term of court was called, 
the couple were tried, found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 25d of Octo- 
ber. The Supreme Court granted a stay of ex- 
ecution, but later confirmed the lower court’s 
finding, and settled onthe 15th of January as 
the date of Stair’s execution. Nanetta Osborn 
was granted a new trial.

THE DEAD ALIVE, 


A Pretty Fiction from London, Canada, 
Denied by the Alleged Dead Man. 

CHICAGe, January 15.—A telegram dated 
London, Canada, yesterday, declared that 
letters had been received from Dakota, de- 
scribing the death there of George McCabe, 
who had been tried at London on the charge 
of poisoning his wife about a year previous, 
and who had been tried previously at Inger- 
soll for the murder of a former wife. The 
Dakota letter stated that McCabe married 
again in Dakota, but was detected by his wife 
putting something in her tea, and watching 
the operation she exchanged cups. McCabe 
drank the draught intended for his wife and 
died in great agony, confessing to have 
murdered four other wives. Geor 
McCabe, the accused. visited the office of the 
Associated Press to-day, denying the Dakota 
story. He said he had not beenin Dakota for 
three years, but had three sons living there, 
one of whom was named George, but was not 
married, amd could not be the person de- 
scribed as dying, as he had recent letters from 
there. His three sons were living near Baiti- 
more, Dakota, where they have a large farm. 
As for himself, be had not married again as 
stated. He acknowledged having been on 
trial for the supposed poisoning of his two 
wives, one of whom had died in delirum tre- 
mens and one from heart disease. He had 
been honorably acquitted in both instances, 
and aserts the prosecution in both cases made 
attempts to extort money. He says he will 
prosecute for libel in this instance.

This is the largest firmof fish 
merchants in the world, having branches in 
Norway, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Quebec and Labrador.

The position of Brigadier-General of the 
State of IIlinois, he said, was offered me 
by a Republican Governor who had 
traveled in the East, and who knew 
the respect for rank and style 


entertained by those people, This offer was 
made to me without any solicitation on my 
part. After considering this matter and con- 
sulting our laws and the standing instructions 
of the Department of State, and espeeially with 
a view to be in accord with the simple Demo- 
cratic Government, I respectfully declined the 
appointment and sent the following letter to 
the Governor of my State: 

‘*‘OHICAGO, January 7, 1886.—Hon. Richard J. 
Oglesby, Governor of Illinois: My DEar Gov- 
ERNOR—After full reflection, although without 
consultation with any one, I have concluded 
that it is best to decline the very high honor 
tendered me by you in conferring, for tempor- 
ary purpose only, the position of Brigadier- 
General of the National Guard of Iili- 
nois. I am led to this conclusion 
solely by the consideration that the theory 
and practice of our Government are opposed 
to any display whatever by its representatives 
in foreign lands, and I have neither the wish 
nor intention of disregarding that practice or 
violating that theory. Under the laws of our 
country and the standing instructions of the 
Department of State, 1 am forbidden to wear 
a uniform upon any ceremonial occasion at 
the Persian Oourt, and the uniform would 
therefore be of little service to me, and while 
I regard it of the highest honor, I hope it will 
soon be worthily bestowed upon some gallant 
son of llinois, who may hereafter 
organize and command the Third 
Brigade. Believe me, my dear Governor, 
I do most highly appreciate the very distin- 
guished mark of your favor and kindness in 
conferring upon me the commission, and I 
shall ever remember it with gratitude, but for 
the reasons I have given, and in order to re- 
lieve you of any possible embarrassment 
hereafter, I most respectfully resign the same. 
Iwill not, however, decline the pleasure of 
writing you concerning such matters abroad

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., January 15.—Sydney 
Rosenfeld walked into Magistrate Durham’s 
omce by the side of a constable yesterday.
